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Abstract: Thirty-six species and 1 subspecies belonging to 12 genera, 3 subfamilies of the family Eumolpidae collected from Mao’ershan 
region (Heilongjiang Province) of China are listed in this paper, including one new record species, Cryptocephalus yamadai Chujo, 1940, 
from China. Description and photos of the new record species are also provided. 
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Introduction 

Eumolpidae, one of the very large families of the phyto¬ 
phagous Coleoptera, involves approximately 9 000 species with a 
worldwide distribution (Lopatin 1977; Gruev & Tomov 1984; 
Gruev 1992; Tan 1985, 2005). In China, this family has been 
described over 700 species to date (Tan et al. 1980, 2005). Their 
adults feed on the foliage of plants in a wide range of angiosperm 
families, while larvae live in soil, plant tissues, or leaves. Many 
plant species suffer from severe damage of Eumolpidae insects. 

The family Eumolpidae has been systematically studied in all 
provinces of China (Gressitt & kimoto 1961, 1963, 1965; Chen 
1940, 1964, 1973 1985; Tan et al 1980, 2005; Tan 1994; Zhou 
1997, 1999a, 1999b), except in Heilongjiang Province. In this 
paper, 36 species and 1 subspecies belonging to 12 genera, 3 
subfamilies of the family Eumolpidae collected from Mao’ershan 
region (Heilongjiang Province) are listed, including one new 
record species, Cryptocephalus yamadai Chujo 1940 from China, 
and three new record species from Heilongjiang Province. All 
the specimens examined were stored in the Insect Collection at 
Northeast Forestry University.

Description: Male (Fig. 1-1). Body length 5.0-5.5 mm, elon¬ 
gate-columnar. Head, pronotum and elytra metallic blackish blue; 
ventral side of body and legs bluish black (only tarsi fuscescent), 
covered with long dense pale pubescent, coxae of foreleg with a 
fulvous speckles. Antenna with segments fulvous, 8-10 segments 
darker than others, first segment conspicuously robust and out¬ 
side light black, second subglobose, third two times longer than 
second, fourth as long as second and third combined. Head with 
front flavous, with a long speckle in inside of each eye, labrum 
concave anteromedially; clypeus fulvous, covered with sparse 
long hairs. Pronotum distinctly wider than long (1: 0.7), scattered 
with white erect short hairs, moderately densely punctate. 
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Scutellum nearly rectangle, without puncture. Elytra coarsely 
and densely punctate, scattered with white long hairs, surface 
transversely rugous. Aedeagus upside swollen and the apex 
truncate (Fig. 1- 2, 3).

Remarks: Kimoto (1964) suggested that Cryptocephalus ainu 
Chujo might be a synonym of C. yamadai Chujo. According to 
his study (1966) on the type of C. yamadai Chujo, deposited in 
the Taiwan Agricultural Research Institute, C. yamadai is no 
doubt identical with C. ainu Chujo, described from Japan (Hok¬ 
kaido).
